RALPH KINER going to the Indians is not the sensational deal 
it would have been several years ago. The big fellow from New 


Suaks: 


. Mexico has just celebrated his 32nd birthday, had his poorest sea- 


son with 73 rufs batted in and “22 homers on a .285 average, 
and is not too much of a fielder, though there is a tendency to 
exaggerate the defensive shortcomings of players like Ralph. 

These factors, plus the goodly salary he was getting, account 
for the fact that he was waiven on by seven National League 
clubs, though if it weren't for the salary angle Messrs. O'Malley 
and Bavasi might have been intrigued by the thought of Ralph 
swinging for the nearly Ebbets Field: seats four or five times a game 
77 games a-year as a Dodger. 

What's Cleveland's angle? Well,-to set things straight, a long 
ball hitting outfielder with a ,285 mark and 22- homers is not a 
liability on any big league squad, even though this represents 
a low for Kiner. Even as a spare part, like the Yankees used Johnny 
Mize, he can't HURT. Thirty-two is not a forbidding age for a 
slugger by any means, though it is not the. age you seek in building 
a ball club, which is what the Cubs are doing. And just offhand, 
Ralph figures to hit many more homers in Cleveland’s Municipal 
Stadium than at Wrigley Field; which is hardly a round trip para- 
dise. It is 353 feet down the left field line to the red brick wall in 
the northside ballyard, and 320 to the seats at Cleveland.

In 1947 Hank Greenberg, after 13 tremendous seasons as a 
slugger with Detroit, in which he was the cleanup power behind 
all the Tiggers’ modern pennants, and a r war hero too, 
got the Briggs’ treatment, the boot, in answer to a letter. asking 
about the possibility of moving into the front office in some ca y 
with his playing days about over. He came’ over to Pitts for 
a final fling hy 1947. Hank didn’t have too much left himself at 
36, but he took young Ralph Kiner in tow for some specialized, 
intensive batting help. 

Kiner as a rookie in °46 had hit 23 homers, knocked in 81 
runs but batted only .247, expending a lot of his raw power on 
the air. Greenberg, the man who had comé within two homers 
of Babe Ruth's mark, and not at the expense of high batting 
Kiner. 
They were physically alike, tall, rangy, righthanded- idtenos pull 
hitters, and in addition Hank was a resourceful student of the 
game with the patience and personality to impart his knowledge. 

Kiner proved an apt pupil in-smartening up his power contest | 
with the pitchers. He jumped spectacularly to 51 home nins, 
127 runs batted in, and a solid .313 batting average. He was 
not only very grateful for Hanks cheerful extra-time tutelage, but 
the two became fast friends in the process, and when Ralph married 
Nancy Chaffee, nobody would do for the best man a but Greenberg.
